Tours Toronto's Ajax

Shortly before the Christmas 
Holidays, Dale King, Chairman of 
the Dawson Social Committee, re- 
ceived an invitation to visit "AJax", 
the Toronto University branch cor- 
responding to Dawson, and to 
bring back to his o\yn campus a 
first hand report on existing con- 
ditions. We spoke to Dale recently 
and received the following inform- 
ation which Dale feels sure "will 
be of great interest to all Dawson 
and McGill students."' . 

The AJax campus, recently , con- 
verted froni an important war plant 
Is approximately three times the 
size of Dawson, and according to a 
census made in December was at 
that time accomodating thirtyrthree 
hundred students. ^ 

The>,^uUdlnga in .-which campus 
members'^ ràlde%aré not divided 
into dormitories but into forty sep- 
arate small rooms, e^ch room host 
to two students, and so, ' altogether 
housing eighty students per bar- 
racks. A separate lounge and kit- 
chenette' are located in each build- 
bif where residents are allowed to 
prepare small meals and evening 
snacks. 

In the morning the rooms art 
cleaned and the beds are made by 



building workers, and this saves 
the student valuable time* to mako 
early classes. The rent per month 
is forty tiollara, Dale reported, but 
this does not Include Saturdays and 
Sundays, on which days residents 
must pay extra : for meals and 
board. 

"The meals at- AJax were good" 
Dale sUte'd, "but not as varied as 
those at Dawson. And to my sur- 
prise I discovered that no seconds 
could be had in anything, including 
milk, tea and coffee. Nor are there 
any evening snacks provided by 
the college," he added. 

There are almost no married 
couples on the . campus, . (3 at the 
presehU .and all'Ctf;Weës are re- 
quired, to' conjmuto 'irom Toronto 
and • neighbouring, towns. 
■ Owing to the greatbreadth of the 
campus,' lecture jooflu mt^tj^a 
least one mUo.:lit)n» the*^earest 
barracks or dhiing hall, and stu- 
dents 'are required to take specially 
provided buses to and from lec- 
tures. "Tlie average class rooms are 
nicer than those at Dawson," said 
Dale, :'more 'highly finished and 
comfortable, .nie laboratories, how- 
ever, are aboiit ';thé'-same as ours

Varsity Man 
Charges Vets 
With Apathy

Press) 

The Student Veterans at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto have.been accus- 
ed of showing a lack of Intèrest in 
their own affairs by Mac Hall, 
Chairman of the Ex-Servlce Com- 
mittee of the Students' Administ- 
rative CounclL Of the questlonaires 
distributed to veterans- of that 
campus only 115 were tUmed in, 
and many ot those were 'only part- 
ially completed. 

The Varsity delegation to the 
National Convention of Student 
Veterans supported commuters' 
grants, book and instrument allow- 
ances, restoration of ' pensioners' 
grants, and the restoration of the 
privileges ot the Veterans' Land 
Act to university studenU. A mo- 
tion recommending increased 
grants on the lîasis,ot .a cost oLliv- 
ing index' was "overwhelmingly 
adopted. ' ' ■ 

Mac Hall's recommendations with 
reference to the conference to the 
Ex-Service Committee were: 

1. That the University of Toronto 
invite the NCVS to hold their next 
session In Toronto. 

2. That proportional voting be 
granted to universities weighed in 
the same manner that financial re- 
sponsibility is assumed. 

3. That ail offices be held in the 

name ot o the .organization repre-

High School 
Twelfth Year 
Recommended 



The case for the extended high 
school course — which would see 
Quebec youngsters in school for 12 
years instead of 11 — was set be- 
fore members of Mount Royal High 
School Home and Schlfol Associa- 
tion on Wednesday night by J. W. 
Perks, education officer of the 
Montreal Protestant Central School 
Board. . , ' 

Supporting the proposed diange, 
Mr. Perks stressed that lengthen- 
ing ot the present course woidd 
allow such benefits as'wider read- 
ing, more discussion, the enterprise 
approach, more practical and lab- 
oratory -work, and educational 
trips, such as trips to factories and 
conunerclal firms to observe^con- 
ditions and processes at first hand. 

In particular,, the. extra year 
would cut 'dowii on homework 
which . Mr. Perks termed "excess- 
ive" under the present system. 

The 12-year course was common 
elsewhere, Mr. Perks 'declared. He 
admitted that the extension could 
not take place at once in the Que- 
bec system, "but we must plan now 
for the time— not far distant — 
when facilities especially buildings 
and staff, wlU make it possible 
and when post-war conditions may 
malte it imperative.". 

Approximately 30 fully qualified 
teachers added to the present staff 
of . the. Montreal Protestant Central 
School Board would allow the 
board to release substitute teachers 
now pressed into daily service' and 
to reduce classes to the 30-38 pupil 
total, according to estimates by ad- 
ministrative officials. 

Referring to a recent Canadian 
Education Association press release 
which predicted an elementary 
teacher shortage of 7,504 in the next 
two years unless there was an influx 
Into the profession, local authorities 
declared that they did not know 
what to predict for. the next few 
years At present; however, there 
was a definite shortage ot fully 
qualified, teachers..

It was, wo feci, an oversight on the part 
of the conference not to have given due rec- 
ognition to the energy and the preparadness 
which our delegates contributed to the meeting. 
The degree of McGill participation becomes ob- 
vious when one bears in mind that the SEC 
helped to finance five delegates to tjic confer- 
ence, as opposed to an average of two dèlegates 
from the other Universities. 

We hasten to emphasize that this is in no 
way an attempt to "blow our own horn." We 
are simply applying a compensating mechanism 
which we hope will correct certain misunder- 
standings; those few misconceptions which led 
to some prejudice on the part of certain of the 
delegates, and resulted in the McGill delegation 
laboring at somewhat of a disadvantage. 

As incredible as it may sound, it is never- 
theless true that individuals living in a demo- 
cratic society, such as ours tend to become ex- 
tremely defensive when faced with) efficient or- 
ganisation. Proper and planned preparations arc 
evidently the stigma of the 'subversive', the 
'anarchist'. Such as attitude, we fear, is tanta- 
mount to an admission of inefficiency in our own 
democratic processes. 

And such, unfortunately, was the case with 
the McGill delegation. Because they had set up 
committees to investigate student services, 
cultural exchange, international relationships 
and fmances of the NFCUS; because they had 
arrived at the conference with extensive briefs 
on their committees' findings; because of thé 
fact that there was sufficient interest to warrant 
the sending of five delegates; because of all 
these things, the delegates saw fit to exercise 
caution and suspicion toward oiir representa- 
tives. 

So much so, in fact, that there was an under- 
current of feeling that "McGill was trying to 
dominate thë'cohîerence". 

And to add insult to injury, the chairman 
deemed it wise to rule that only two of the Mo- 
Gill delegates would be permitted to sit on the 
various panels, while the other three could be 
called upon. only to give information to the 
panels; and that once the information had been 
delivered, the three delegates would be obliged 
to leave the room. 

Such was the reception given to weeks of 
careful, intensive research and labour. 

These things are past and done with, how- 
ever. We only dwell upon them to help clear 
up any misconceptions which may still persist 
m some minds. And if we have helped to clarify

VOX ALBUM No. 163 

Vox records has Issued an album 
of French , piano musle played by 
Gaby Casadesus. Mme. Casadesus, 

beautiful wife of the well known 
French pianist Robert Casadeus, 
presents little known' compositions 
of the outstanding composers of 
French keyboard music from the 
eighteecnth century to the twent- 
ieth century. 

The two works by Francois Coup- 
perln, "Les Barricades Mystérieu- 
ses", "Carillon De Cythere", and 
the two work\ by Jeaii Philippe 
Rameau "Musette En Rondo" and 
"Le Rappel Des Oiseaux" are ex- 
cellent examples of the hundreds 
of French Rococo— little genre — 
pieces -written during this period. 

jy^b^mj^iCasadenis ' captures the 
indêscrlbWlêNdélîcacy of this mus- 
ic In her performances. The profuse 
ornamentation is handled with ad- 
mirable facility, and the pedaling, 
as far as the recording conveys, 
helps to express the tone quality 
peculiar to the davecin. 

The performance of the beautiful 
little "Idylle" of Emmanuel Cha- 
brier is perhaps the most satisfying 
of the album, but Mme. Casadesus* 
flawess technique is not seen until 
the performance of Gabriel Faure's 
"Deuxième Impromptu" — which 
calls for technical ability and en- 
durance.

AMERICAN SPIRITUALS 

SONORA— MS-478 

An album of American Spirituals 
recently issued by Sonora tviil be 
ot great interest to collectors with 
a taste for this type of folk music. 
They are excellently Interpreted by 
Kenneth Spencer, the Negro bass- 
baritone. > 

This collection consists largely of 
the more famous and popular 
spirituals and work songs, in spite 
ot which most listeners will find 
that this or that favorite has been 
omitted. The album is successful in 
that it presents the spiritual in a 
large number of Its many moods. 

Mr. Spencer possesses a voice of 
small range, but of rllih timbre, 
power, and flexibility. His inter- 
pretations are models ot what 
spiritual singing should be; sincere 
and passionate, at times humorous, 
at times despairing. At times he 
mars selectons by the conscious use 
ot voice breaks; There's a Man Go- 
ing Round takin' Names, an eerie 
dltty, and one ot my favorites was 
spoiled for me In this way, as was 
Every Mail Day. 

Hear de Lambs Acryln', and the 
fameus Water Boy are in my opin- 
ion the outstanding selections In a 
group which includes Joshua Fit de 
Battle ot Jericho, Deep River, Lit- 
tle David Play on yo' Harp, Go 
Down Moses, and others not as 
well known. Mr. Spencer, who has 
appeared on Broadway musicals 
and In Hollywood films, reveals 
himself In this album as a great 
contemporary singer ot spirituals. 



Delightful Comedy

Last night's production ot "Am- 
phitryon 38" by the MRT was ex- 
cellent A fantasy ot the love-llfe 
ot the ancient Gods, it was superbly 
acted, and: the costumes and sets 
left i\othlng to be desired.

MARY LOU WILLIAMS 

STYLINGS 
DISC ALBUMS NO. 612 

The Disc records which have re- 
cently been released In Montreal 
are rapidly finding their way Into 
the hearts of., mUsIc lovers here, 
and their ' latest album by Mary 
Lou Williams Is sure to do much 
to increase their popularity. Miss 
Williams displays a distinctive style 
In her performance on these re- 
cords which, while it bears some 
relation to the work ot Hazel Scott 
is definitely her own. In some of 
the pieces, the left hand is not, per 
haps, stressed as much as might be 
desired, but on the whole, a good 
balance Is maintained. 

The two best numbers in the al 
bum are "Lonely Moments", and 
"Cloudy", both of which axe her 
own compositions. In the former, 
the artist uses an original bass 
style to achieve a distinctive blues 
effect which lasts throughout the 
selection. Indeed, this piece is the 
most interesting of all, and leaves 
a sustained impression on any but 
the most unsympathetic listener. 
The other original composlton, 
"Cloudy", goes to the opposite ex 
treme In emhpaslzing the right 
hand melody. In consequence of 
this, the effect produced is that of 
a tinkling prettlncss, and no espe- 
cial mood is created. 

The rest of the album is devoted 
to the works of various other, com- 
posers, and Miss Williams plays 
such numbers as "Blue Skies", 
"How High the Moon", "The Man 
I Love", and "These Foolish 
Things". All these selections are 
rendered In a most pleasing fash- 
Ion, and the Intended mood of each 
number is well reproduced. 

All In all, then, this new album 
it calculated , to bring pleasure to 
almost every type ot listener, and 
anyone should be pleased to add it 
to his or her collection.
